Funeral preparations 
were being 


made today to mar(| the final chap- 
ter of the tragedy in which eight 
lives were snuffed out in the crash 
of an air liner on a mountain side 
as she fought to find a haven of 
refuge from a raging storm. 


Five passengers, one a woman,, 


and a crew of three died as the 
giant, ship, City of San Francisco, 
of (he Trans-Continenlai Air Trans 
port, hattrede her way thronugh a 
densely wooded mountain slope to 


;>. final resting place on the moun- 
tain side. 
The cause of the dis- 


aster will never be known. 


A searching party of CO, niclu- 


ding an Associated Press corres- 
pondent, led by Sheriff Bob Roberts 
found lite wreckage on the precip- 
itous side of Mount Taylor which 
rears its jagged peaks nearly 12,- 
000 feet in the air. 


In ao little canyon, heavily wood 


ed with giant pine, the party came 
upon the wreckage, scattered over 
a space of more than J5U yards. 
The largest piece 
of 
wreckage 


found was a wing section, some 
ten feet long.

A Smile To the Face of A Real Grower 


Dudley Haddock, secretary of tho 


Arkansas Slate Chamber of Com- 
merce, was reading the 
Forche 


Valley Herald (Plainview, Ark.) 
the other day when he came across 
a watermelon story that made him 
laugh. 


"It is one of the best watermel- 


on lies I have ever .seen," he wrote 
The Editor of The Star, from Lit- 
tle Rock, "and because of the in- 
terest in Watermelons in the Hope 
district 1 thought 
perhaps 
you 


might like to have it . . . i f you 
have space enough to produce it."

Here is what the Fourcho Val- 


ley Herald wrote about one of its 
Plainview farmers: 


John Barton, long since acclaim- 


ed chief of the local 
toreadors, 


conies to the fore, with a new cock 
and bull lory which is worthy of 
repetition. 


John has come into possession of 


a watermelon which weighs !)(i 
pounds (the Ola con-respondent of 
the Arkansas Democrat will please 
note) and he claims to have pro- 
duced the melon. 


According to Mr. Barton last 


spring at garden breaking lime, 
he concluded he could grow "icl- 
ons. He produced 11 sticks of dy- 
namite with which he made I wo 
large boles in the garden. 
Into 


each of these holes two tons each 
of barnyard manure and top soil 
were placed after being thoroughly 
mixed. Twenty-four 
seed 
were 


planted in each hill and the process 
of elimination started as soon as 
the plants were up. By the time 


the vines had started running pro- 
fusely only one plant remained in 
each bill and fhese were, 22 feet 
apart. The groat distance between 
the bills is accounted for, in part, 
by reason of the fact that 
Mr. 


Barton turned to the wrong page 
in the catalog and received in- 
struction in planting apple trees 


j instead of watermelons. 
' 
As soon as the vines began to 


bloom all blooms save the 
most 


promising one were pruned from 
each vine. Two sacks of fertilizer 
were dislrihutea in a circle, throe 
feet away from each vine at in- 
tervals of each ten days. Two bar- 
rels of water were applied each (lay 
to each plant al the beginning of 
the dry weather. Some weeks ago. 
when the melon had attained an 
estimated weight of (id 
younds, 


Mr. Barton became alarmed lest his 
ability as a farmer be 
given a 


severe set-back. 
He look drastic 


action by splicing the two vines 
and removing the smaller melon 
which, would have weighed scarcely 
more I ban fill pounds.

struction in profitable watermelon 
production by that noted agricul- 
turist The Itl.

Protecting a Murderer 


THERE were big doings at Eufalia, Ala., the other day. 
1 
A special train rolled in from Montgomery. One hun- 


dred and fifty National Guardsmen, fully armed and equip- 
ped, got off and formed in military ranks, joined by 50 
more who had drawn up on the platform to meet them. 


Out of the train, into the midst of this armed display, 


got several deputy sheriffs with ,a prisoner. Surrounded by 
the soldiers., the prisoner was escorted up the street to the 
courthouse; and when he entered, the courtroom to go on 
trial a'll • of-the soldiers were in the courtroom, alert'to see 
that nothing out of the way occurred. 


After the trial the 200 .soldiers escorted the-prisoner 


back to' the special train again, while Ktindreds of people 
lined the streets to watch. 
:. ... 


Now all that sounds rather peculiar, especially '-Hvhen ii 


is noticed that the prisoner was not some famous highway- 
man or dreaded gangster, but just a friendless negro mur- 
derer. Yet that surprising display of force stands'greatly 
td the credit to Alabama and Gov. Bibb Graves, who ordered 
it. | If is had not been for the soldiers, the prisoner very pos- 
sibly would have been lynched. 
By using an armed guard 


out of all proportion to the ordinary murder case, Alabama 
saved herself from that disgrace. 


The negro had committed a murder that was unusually 


atrocious. His guilt was quite evident; and since he is now 
under sentence of death, it might be asked why it matters 
greatly whether he be hanged by a mob or by the state. Yet 
Gov. Graves, ordering out the troops to guarantee this mur- 
derer a fair trial, did exactly the right thing—and no doubt 
has the support of his state in his action. 
I 


The orderly processes of law are always preferable to 


mob rule. They are so much preferable that no cost it too 
great to insure them. Alabama did a good job when it turn- 
ed out 200 soldiers'to protect one colored murderer.

Under the Couzens 
resolution,

different kinds of communication 
service used in interstate and for- 
eign commerce, 
including 
radio, 


telephone, telegraph and all kinds 
of wireless and cable services so 
used, and transmission of .power 
by wire or wireless." 


.It; is also directed"'.to. investigate 


connections, relationships , owner- 
ship and control, stock ownership 
and trade practices and activities 
of corporations and persons engag- 
ed -in communications services. 


A Lot Can Itqppen 


This resolution 
is 
pretty far- 


reaching and some persons think 
it is foaded with dynamite. 
One 


.of the magazines of the electric 
power industry recently had an edi- 
torial raising the question how the 
industry ever let such a resolution 
pass and admitted, that as com- 
pared with the Couxens resolution, 
the Walsh public utilities resolu- 
tion was only a summer zephyr. 
Yet it will be recalled that in the 
Walsh resolution fight the Senate 
galleries and hallways were crowd- 
ed with the power people until they 
finally succeeded in shunting the 
proposed investigation to the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission. The fact 
seems to be that lite power lobby 
was caught napping when the Cou- 
zens resolution went through late 
in the session. 


At the time the Walsh resolution 


war introduced Senator Watson of 
Indiana was chairman of the In- 
terstate Commerce Committee, a 
conservative who seldom if ever has 
given the more powerful interests 
any trouble. Now tha chairman is 
Senator Jim Couxens of Michigan, 
who is notoriously independent of 
outside influences.

Considerable inquiry has been 


made relative to the feeding value 
of whey and to show results of 
work with whey the following re- 
print of work done by the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin is quoted: 


Whey for Pigs and Calves 


. PIGS. Whey is relatively low in 
protein, as the casein of the milk 
is removed in cheesemaking'. In- 
deed there is but 0.8 Ibs of whey 
and the nutritive ratio is 1:0:8. 
Owing to this low content of pro- 
tein, 
recently it was not thought 


that whey had any value as a sup- 
plement to the cereal grains. How- 
ever, surprising results have been 
Secured in feeding trials by Morri- 
son and Bohstedt at the Wiscon- 
sin Station in which well grown 
pigs weighing 125 to 150 Ibs. have 
been fattened on only barley and 
skimmed milk . In two trials pigs 
self-fed ground barley and given 
in addition all the whey they would 
drink gamed 2.22 Ibs a head daily, 
eating 7'.8 Ibs barley a day and 
drinking 18.4 Ibs whey. They re- 
quired only 353 Ibs. barley and 854 
Ibs. whey for 100 Ibs. gain. Pigs 
self-fed barley and tankage gained 
on the average only 1.64 Ibs daily 
in these trials, and required 450 
Ibs, barley and 23 Ibs. tankage for 
100 Ibs. Rain. 
These excellent 


gains were secured on the ration 
of only whey and barley in spite of 
tho fact that it had a nutritive ra- 
tio of 1:7:4, thus furnishing con- 
siderably less protein than is usu- 
ally recommended for growing and 
fattening pigs.. 
These results are 


apparently due to the fact that 
while whey is low in protein, the 
protein it does contain, which is 
chiefly milk albumen, is of excel- 
lent quality to serve as supplement 
to the proteins of the cereals. 


Other trials at the same station 


have shown that for younger pigs 
some protein rich food, such as 
linseed meal or wheat middlings, 
should be added to barley and whey 
to balance the ration more com- 
pletely. 
With corn and whey, a 


supplement should be fed even to 
pigs over 150 Ibs, in weight, for 
corn contains 
considerably 
less 


protein than barley. An important 
fact brought out in these trials is 
that if pigs are given what whey 
they will drink there is no further 
need, even for young pigs in dry- 


lot, of supplying protein-rich foods 
of animal origin. 
Entirely satis- 


factory results are secured when 
the ration is balanced by the cheap 
or protein-rich 
concentrates 
of 


plant origin, like linseed meal and 
wheat middlings. 


In .these trials skimmed whey 


was worth about one-half as much 
per 100 Ibs. as skim milk. 
This 


means that 100 Ibs. of skimmed 
whey is worth about one-fourth as 
much as a bushel of corn. Unskim- 
med whey from American or ched- 
dar cheese factories, which con- 
tains about 0.3 percent fat, will be 
worth a trifle more, and unskim- 
med whey from Swiss 
factories, 


which may contain 0.8 to 1.0 pert 
cent, will have a materially higher 
value than skimmed whey. 


Since we do not feed barley here, 


corn can be used instead, but a 
feed like cottonseed meal contain- 
ing veegtable protein should bo 
fed also. 
Not over 12 percent of 


the grain ration should be cotton- 
seed meal.
